At Age of 64 


STAMFORD, Conn, (ft — Ezio 
Pinza.,, 64-year-old retired m usical 
comedy star and former Metropol­ 
itan Opera bass, died today at his 
home here after a stroke. 
Death cam e at 2 a.m . His wTife 
and children w ere at his bedside. 
Pinza’s physician, Dr. David H. 
Fogel, said he "passed quietly in 
his sleep.” 
The doctor said death followed 
a stroke suffered April 30, after 
which he "gradually went down 
hill.” 
Pinza’s greatest Broadway suc­ 
cess was in the m usical comedy 
"South P acific,” in which he co- 
starred with Mary Martin starting 
in 1949.

350,000 GI 
Specialists To 
Get Pay Hikes 


WASHINGTON <F—Secretary of 
Defense Wilson has ordered pay 
boosts for 350,000 enlisted special­ 
ists. But they may not start get­ 
ting the added cash until the first 
of next year. 
Officials said it would take sev­ 
eral months for the Army. Navy 
and Air Force to decide which of 
their technicians are eligible for 
pay increases ranging from $12 to 
$50 a month. The boosts would be 
limited to about 15 per cent of en­ 
listed strength. 
Wilson signed the pay increase 
order Wednesday after receiving 
formally the report of a commit­ 
tee he had named to study the 
military pay structure. 
The committee, headed by Pres­ 
ident Ralph Gordiner of the Gen­ 
eral Electric Co., also proposed 
a general overhaul of the military 
pay system with a view to weed­ 
ing out the less capable personnel 
and encouraging the better men 
to remain in service. 
Wilson took no action on this pro­ 
posal, but said study of major rec­ 
ommendations of the Cordiner re­ 
port would continue. 
Besides the pay increases for 
enlisted technicians, Wilson adopt­ 
ed a recommendation 
for 
lump 
sum bonus payments to reserve 
officers who remain on active du­ 
ty beyond their normal tours. This 
would become effective in the 1906 
fiscal year starting July 1, 1959., 
Unlike the technician, pay raise, 
the bonus plan requires congres­ 
sional approval.

WASHINGTON iF — The United 
States is reported about ready ^to 
resume military aid, including jet 
planes, to Yugoslavia after ban­ 
ning any weapons shipments lor 
nearly a year.

Under the ruling

shape, however, Yugoslavia would 
not get the full backlog of about 
300 American jet fighters previ­ 
ously earmarked for delivery.

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A Quiz On Need For Polio Vaccine 


Although Fayette County has n o t re­ 
cently undergone any real Polio scare 
there are many here who feel that n o t 
enough attention has been given to t h e 
urging that every family, especially those 
with small children, should obtain p o l i o 
vaccinations. 
Naturally people want to know the facts 
about all this. Here are some quest i o n s 
and answers that may give all people the 
information they need. 
Q: Is the Salk vaccine safe? A: 
Since 
the spring of 1955, 51 million people in this 
nation have had injections with an excel­ 
lent safety record. Before being approved 
by the U. S. Public Health Service, it w as 
given in field trials to more than 400.000 
children. The American Medical Associa­ 
tion now has officially endorsed it. 
Q: Is it effective? A: Two shots, two to 
six w e e k s apart, are 70 to 80 per cent 
effective. A third or “booster' shot, seven 
months after the second, provides effec­ 
tiveness estimated at 90 per cent. Aft e r 


widespread inoculations among elem e n- 


tary school children, polio cases in 1956 


dropped 47 per cent as compared to 1955 


and 59 per cent as compared to the 1951- 


55 average. 


Q: How many have had it? A: By March 
I, 1957, 51 million Americans had had at 
least one shot; of these, 27 million had re­ 
ceived two shots; ll million the requir e d 
three shots. This means that only ll mil- 
1 I o n polio-susceptible people (under 40 
years old) are properly protected for the 
1957 polio season. 


Q: How m any still need it? A: Some 58 
million Americans under 40 are withe u t 
any protection at all. Pre-school children 
(under five) need vaccination most. Teen- 
a g e r s are next in urgency; then adults 
from 20 through 39. Polio cases a m o n g 
adults have risen to 25 per cent of the total 
number. Furthermore, when polio hits a 
mother or a wage-earner, disruption to 
family life is especially ruinous.

Avoiding - - or Evading - - Taxes 
l3y George Sokolskv 


I have a letter from C. E Spen­ 
cer, president of the Casement 
Hardware Co. and the W'in-Dor 
Corp of Puerto* Pico, 
who 
in 
structs me learnedly on the dif­ 
ference betwecr avoid m d evade. 
As every taxpayer would like 
to know the difference between 
avoid and evade, I can only hope 
that Spencer’s definitions will be 
accepted by the income tax col­ 
lectors and by the judge. Spencer 
writes: 
“ Your worst ‘goof’ is where 
you twice refer to tax evaders. 
Certainly with your command of 
language you should 
know the 
difference between ‘avoid’ 
and 
‘evade.* Ever since the Boston 
Tea Party it has been considered 
the duty of patriotic Americans 
to avoid taxes which is legal, but 
evasion is illegal and a criminal 
act. (I notice further the extent 
of your confusion where you say 
‘then the tax evader finds a Ie 
gal and comfortable way to evade 
some taxes, throwing the burden 
on other citizens’ ). There is no 
legal way to evade taxes.” 
The answer to that is: “Tell 
It to the judge!” 
We who have to pay our lull 
■hare of taxes cannot work a 
gimmick that will help us to turn 
evade into avoid. Those whose 
tax is collected by the withhold­ 
ing method cannot avoid taxes or 
evade taxes. They just have to 
pay and * ay and hope that they 
O ’erpay and do not underpay. 
The economic interpretation of 
the Boston Tea Party, which in 
this letter is given a moralistic 
overtone, does give one the hope 
that some day some Americans 
m ay dunk tfye tax collectors in 
their neighborhood ponds. As it 
alands now. if you don’t pay, you 
are charged 6 per cent, and t v 
entually a lien is put on your 
household furnishings and in due 
course, you might go to jail for 
evading or avoiding a tax pay­ 
ment. 
I d o u b t whether the courts 
would make a tine distinction be- j 
tween evading the tax or avoiding 
it. although many tax havens are I 
now being organized to permit 1 
Americans to evade the income 
tax by avoiding it which is why 
i 
some Americans keep their mon- ' 
ev in Switzerland or Venezuela 
or Iru g u ay (Montevideo). P uer­ 
to Rico is a tax haven tor Amen- . 
can businesses and if not too I 
many have taken advantage of it, | 
it is only because they do not re- j 
cognize its possibilities. 
There are also many possibili- j 
ties for the tax-avoider in Cana* j 
da, but this works out better for I 
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the corporation than for the indi­ 
vidual. 


The rule that is to he applied 
is the h w of diminishing returns 
which is immutable. When taxes 
become oppressive, the human 
mind conceives means for avoid­ 
ing or evading the tax. lf the tax 
becomes too oppressive and the 
avoidances or evasions become 
too numerous, the income from 
the tax grows increasingly less. 
This is beginnin, to make itself 
manifest in Michigan. G e n e ral 
Motors establishing p l a n t s in 
other states where the tax rales 
are not so ferocious. 


Sum. of the automobile plants 
are actually b e i n g established 
outside the United States where 
not only are taxes more rational 
but l a b o r costs less. Spencer 
writes me: 


“ It may be gilding the lily to 
mention that you are griping a- 
bout wages and tax exempt ad­ 
vantages in Puerto Rico. It may 
be a very tonic thing to 
con­ 
sider the oppressive and destruc­ 
tive burden of stateside taxes. If 
there (th e y ) were brought down 
to some reasonable basis there 
would be little point for American 
money and enterprise going any­ 
where.” 


This is quite true. Enterprise 
flows to where it ~ advantageous 
to be. The huge American indus­ 
trial base was established large­ 
ly by run away capital and run­ 
away workers f r o rn European 
countries. In this exodus of men, 
money and machines, first Great 
Britain and then Germany played 
tremendous roles, and what they 
lost was America's gain. 


Since the United States 
has 
gone in for the universal welfare 
state, our cost of operations has 
become enormous, not only for 
the federal government which is 
now' required to a d o p t the ele­ 
phantine Eisenhower budget, hut 
for state and municipal govern 
inents as well. 
Meanwhile, the Eisenhower ad 


ministration is pouring billions in­ 
to Europe, Africa, and Asia, some 
of which undoubtedly comes back 
here as risk capital in amounts 
that are dangerously large. 
Money 
moves 
to

where profits are good and safety 
is assured. If it moves from the 
United States to Puerto Rico or 
Canada or anywhere, it means 
that there one can make a profit 
and the money is safe.

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A Quiz On Need For Polio Vaccine 


Although Fayette County has n o t re­ 
cently undergone any real Polio scare 
there are many here who feel that n o t 
enough attention has been given to t h e 
urging that every family, especially those 
with small children, should obtain p o 1 i o 
vaccinations. 
Naturally people want to know the facts 
about all this. Here are some quest i o n s 
and answers that may give all people the 
information they need. 
Q: Is the Salk vaccine safe? A: Since 
the spring of 1955, 51 million people in this 
nation have had injections with an excel­ 
lent safety record. Before being approved 
by the U. S. Public Health Service, it was 
given in field trials to more than 400.000 
children. The American Medical Associa­ 
tion now has officially endorsed it. 
Q: Is it; effective? A: Two shots, two to 
six w e e k s apart, are 70 to 80 per cent 
effective. A third or “booster” shot, seven 
months after the second, provides effec­ 
tiveness estim ated at 90 per cent. Aft e r 


widespread inoculations among elem e n- 
tary school children, polio cases in 1956 
dropped 47 per cent as com pared to 1955 
and 59 per cent as compared to the 1951- 
55 average. 
Q: How m any have had it? A: By March 
1, 1957, 51 million Americans had had at 
least one shot; of these, 27 million had re­ 
ceived two shots; 11 million the requir e d 
three shots. This means that only 11 mil- 
l i o n polio-susceptible people (under 40 
years old) are properly protected for the 
1957 polio season. 
Q: How m any still need it? A: Some' 58 
million Americans under 40 are witho u t 
any protection at all. Pre-school children 
(under five) need vaccination most. Teen- 
a g e r s are next in urgency; then adults 
from 20 through 39. Polio cases a m on g 
adults have risen to 25 per cent of the total 
number. Furthermore, when polio hits a 
m other or a wage-earner, disruption to 
fam ily life is especially ruinous.

I have a letter from C. E. Spen­ 
cer, president of the Casement 
Hardware Co. and the Win-Dor 
Corp. of Puerto'1 Rico, 
who

structs me learnedly on the dif­ 
ference betwecr avoid rnd evade. 
As every taxpayer would " like 
to know the difference betw’een 
avoid and evade, 1 can only hope 
that Spencer's definitions will be 
accepted by the income tax col­ 
lectors and by the judge. Spencer 
writes: 
“ Your worst ‘goof* is where 
you twice refer to tax evaders. 
Certainly with your command of 
language you should know' the 
difference between 
avoid’ and 
‘evade.* Ever since the Boston. 
Tea Party it has been considered 
the duty of patriotic Americans 
to avoid taxes which is legal, but 
evasion is illegal and a criminal 
act. (I notice further the extent 
of your confusion where you say 
‘then the tax. evader finds a le­ 
gal and comfortable way to evade 
some taxes, throwing the burden 
on other citizens'). There is no 
legal way to evade taxes.”' 
The answer to that is: "Tell 
it to the judge!” 
We who have to pay our full 
share of taxes cannot work a 
gim m ick that will help us to turn 
evade into avoid. Those whose 
tax is collected by the withhold­ 
ing method cannot avoid taxes or 
evade taxes. They just have to 
pay and ia y and hope that they 
overpay and dó not underpay. 
The economic interpretation of 
the Boston Tea Party, which in 
this letter is given a moralistic 
overtone, does give one the hope 
that some day some Americans 
may dunk tl^e tax collectors in 
their neighborhood ponds. As it 
stands now. if you don’t pay, you 
are charged 6 per cent, and ev­ 
entually a lien is put on your 
household furnishings and in due 
course, you might go to jail for 
evading or avoiding a tax pay­ 
ment.

“ I ’d like to see our children get 
more education and go further than 
I ’ve been. When Katherine Mary 
is IO she'll probably dream of go­ 
ing to Hollywood. I wouldn’t mind 
at all having a pictures queen for 
a daughter.”

Today she is lead­ 
ing a near-normal life — the main 
spring of a watch serving as a 
heart valve.

The artificial valve was devel­ 
oped by a team of doctors from

watch main springs. The company 
predicts it would last 300 years,

Getting More 


In Dividends 


But Number of Firms 
Increasing Rates 
Said To Be Shrinking

NEW YORK 
Ut) — American 
stockholders as a whole are getting 
more money in dividends than last 
year. 
But the number of companies 
increasing their dividend rates is 
shrinking. And another leveling off 
period seems in sight arter three 
years of rapidly rising dividend 
payment totals. 
The Commerce Department says 
cash dividends n the first three 
months of this year topped 2ai 
billion dollars, for a gain of 21* 
per cent over the first quarter of 
1956. 
Stocks listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange account for the 
lion’s share of the total, and they 
show a bigger rate of gain. The 
exchange magazine points out to­ 
day that companies listed on the 
big 
board 
paid 
common 
share 
owners $2,124,608,430 in cash divi­ 
dends in the first quarter, an in­ 
crease of 5.1 per cent over the 
first three months of 1956. 
A sizable part of the gain this 
year is accounted for by the in­ 
creased number of common shares 
now in the hands of stockholders. 
The last 12 months has seen a 
big increase in equity financing. 
Coupled with a big jump in the 
volume 
of 
stock 
dividends 
de­ 
clared by corporations last year, 
this accounts for the larger vol­ 
ume of shares outstanding. Hence, 
even when the dividend rate isn’t 
raised, 
total 
of 
payments 
are 
higher. 
Of 1,082 common stocks listed 
on the exchange, 868 paid cash 
dividends. There were 349 paying 
more than last year, 460 paying 
the same and 59 issues paying less. 
Among the nonpayers this year 
vere 42 which had paid in the 
first quarter last year. 
Present prospects are tor total 
payments this year, including both 
listed and unlisted issues, to stay 
close to last year’s figure of 12 
billion dollars. In 1953 payments 
were around nine billion, but a 
rapid rise in the amount of pay­ 
out added about a billion a year j 
in the next three p e tri 
This leveled off noticeably last 
December. The change appears I 
due largely to two factors: I. A 
sim ilar leveling off in net income 
for many corporations; and 2. The 
high demand for funds tor expan­ 
sion, 
In dollars the largest common 
dividend payments were $386,718,- 
140 by utilities, up 9 3 p*r cent; 
$327,762,840 by the oil and natural 
gas companies, up 11.1 per cent; 
and $239,642,730 by chemicals, up 
6.5 per cent.

The Commerce Departm ent says 
cash dividends n the first three 
months of this year topped 2% 
billion dollars, for a gain of 2V» 
per cent over the first quarter of 
1956. 
Stocks listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange account for the 
lion’s share of the total, and they 
show a bigger rate of gain. The 
exchange magazine 'points out to­ 
day that companies listed on the 
big 
board 
paid 
common 
share 
owners $2,124,608,430 in cash divi­ 
dends in the first quarter, an in­ 
crease of 5.1 per cent over 'the 
first three months of 1956. 
A sizable part of the gain this 
year is accounted for by the in­ 
creased number of common shares 
now in the hands of stockholders. 
The last 12 months has seen a 
big increase in equity financing. 
Coupled with a big jump in the 
volume 
of 
stock 
dividends 
de­ 
clared by corporations last year, 
this accounts for the larger vol­ 
um e of shares outstanding. Hence, 
even when the dividend rate isn’t 
raised, 
total 
of 
paym ents 
are 
higher. 
Of 1,082 common stocks listed, 
on the exchange, 868 paid cash 
dividends. There were 349 paying 
more than last year, 460 paying 
the same and 59 issues paying less. 
Among the non payers this year 
w ere 42 which had paid in 'the 
first quarter last year. 
Present prospects are for total 
payments this year, including both 
listed and unlisted issues, to stay 
close to last year’s figure of 12 
billion dollars. In 1953 payments 
were around nine billion, but a 
rapid rise in the amount of pay­ 
out added about a billion a year 
in the next three years.
